INTYRE GUILTY 
IN KILLING CAS 


Given One Year in Prison, 


Lightest Sentence for 
Involuntary Manslaugh- 
ter in Unlawful-Act. — 


Julius McIntyre, 22 years old, was 
sentenced late Thursday in the Ful- 
ton superior court to serve one year 
in prison, after the jury returned a 
verdict of guilty of involuntary man- 
slaughter in the commission of an 
unlawful act. McIntyre was charged 
with the murder of William Tumlin 
in Grant park on the night of May 
7. Attorneys for the defendant ex- 
pressed satisfaction over the sen- 
tence, which was the lightest pro- 
vided in such a case, and said that 


they contemplated no motion for a 
new trial. 


The case, which has attracted 


much attention, went to the jury 
shortly after 2 o'clock Thursday 
afternoon. after having been on 
trial for two days. 

McIntyre was accused of having 
shot Tumlin while the -former was 
in an intoxicated condition. At the 
time of the shooting, according to 
the testimony, McIntyre, Tumlin and 
a negre, J. C. McDaniel, all employed 
by . J. Blanton, to help him dis- 
pose of whisky, it was charged, were 
in the latter's car. Blanton testified 
that McIntyre killed Tumiin. He 
statded that he was driving the car 
at the time of the shooting and that 
he and McIntyre and Tumlin had 
been drinking. He declared that Mc- 
Intyre flourished a pistol in a care- 
mas manner when the shot was 


Blanton took the men to the po- 
lice station, turned McIntyre over 
to the police and then took Tumlin 
to Grady hospital, where he died a 
short time later. 

McIntyre declared in his state- 
ment that he knew nothing of the 
death of Tumlin until confronted 
with the charge of killing him. He 
stated that he had accompanied 
Blanton the day of the alle mur- 
der in a hunt for Tumlin, who stat- 
ed that Tumlin owed him some 
money, and he, Blanton, wanted to 
collect. He stated that during the 
ride he took several! drinks of whis- 
ay but that he has no recollection 
of the shooting.

they are producing; that if the pres- 
ent depletion of southern forests by 
fires and waste ig not stopped the 
south will in five years cause 85 
per cent of ita lumber mills to cease 
operation, and inevitably produce a 
lumber famine in the United States, 
were the feature statements of Colo- 
ne) Willlam B. Greeley, United 
States forester, and Gifford Pinchot, 
United States commissioner of for- 
estry, in thelr address delivered 
Thureday before the Third Southern 
Forestry congress and the Georgia 
state senate here. 

“We must bring about not hap- 
hazard reforestation,” said Colonel 
Greeley before the congress, “but we 
must organize public effort in such 
a way that intelligent state-wide re- 
forestation may be accomplished. I 
advocate in every southern state the 
creation of some sort of forestry 
board, composed of upright citizens 
capable of handling big problems. - 

“The second step in reforestation 
will be the protection of our timber 
against fire. The last will be the 
passage of legislation fixing a rea- 
sonable tax on timber areas, so that 
forestry can be a profitable indus- 
try. 

Geor Standg Fourth. 

“Georgia stands fourth among the 
states in highway construction, but 
very low in forestry activities. The 
lumber cut of Georgie has fallen a 
full third in the last ten years. The 
great forest industries in the south 
today are passing industries, It ie 
up to you men of the seuth to say 
whether these Industries will pags 

‘or whether they will regain 
their importance and become per- 
manent institutions.” 

Agreemént was the result of a 
conference: between Governor Hard- 
wick and the two government offi- 
clala Thursday moring at 10 o’clock 
in the state capitol.

Banking company was organized 
under the Edge act with a_ sub- 
scribed capital of $7,000,000,. of 
which $3,150,000 already have been 
paid in. 

Series of Loans. 

The announcemem of the loan 
following the advance of $5,000,000 
to the cotton growers of the Missis- 
sippi ‘delta district, the loan of 
$500,000 to Barrett and company, of 
Augusta, Ga. the first part of thir 
week, to finance. the exportation 
of 22,000 bales of cotton; and the

Illinois Chief Executive, 
Charged With Embez- 
zlement, May Use Mili- 
tia for Protection.

Adjutant-General and 
Others Already :Accom- 
pany Governor Small as 
Personal Body Guard. 


Springfield, Ill, July 21.—Len 
Small, Illinois governor, Thursday 
night defied the power of’ state 
courts to force him to appear be- 
fore the bar in answer te charges 
of embezzlement of millions of dol- 
lars of state funds. 

The chief executive, acting on 
the advice of his attorneys, took 
the attitude of “come and get me” 


when warrants for his arrest were 
issued in the Sangamon circuit 


court. 
Attorneys for Small prepared to 


go into the court of Judge F. 8S. 
Smith on Friday and argue that 
the governor does not have to sub- 
mit to arrest or trial by a state 
court. They will hold that he, as 
the chief executive, and as com- 
mander of the state’s military au- 
thorities, possesses power which 
transcends any which might be 
granted to state courts. 
Two Precedents. 


They will point to two precedents 
set by former Illinois governors 
who, when facing charges of a 
minor nature, tore up the warrants 
and refused to go to court for trial. 
The counsel will go back to the 
time of Nero in their attempt to 
show that the chief executive of 


any state or nation is immune from; 


afte 

The opinion of Gdvérnor Small's 
friends was that no matter what 
action the court may t&ke on the 
validity of the arguments, Small 
‘will not submit peacefully to arrest. 

The governor, as commander-in- 
chief of the militia, can summon 
the troops to protect him from ef- 
forts of the court attaches and 
deputy sheriffs to serve a warrant. 
Indieations of the governor's at- 
titude were seen when Adjutant 
General Dickson, itn full uniform, 
and several other *guards, accom- 
panied the executive on Thursday 
wherever he went. 

Tense Situation. 

The defiance of the governor has 
created a tense situation in the 
Illinois capital. 

The situation has resulted in the 
unchaining of the dogs of political 
warfare, and their masters declared 
they would not be ealled in until 
one side or the other has gone down 
to complete defeat. 

All the forces in the republican 
party aligned with the faction 
headed by William Hale Thompson, 
were prepared to carry on Small’s 
fight. They were out to “get” 
every official now holding office 
who was elected on the anti-Thomp- 
son slate. Reprisals were common 
talk. The lid was off and the 
sky was the limit in the political 
fight. Threats were heard every- 
where. 

Cliques Arranged. 

The powerful cliques, who have 
opposed Thompson's rise to supreme 
political power in Illinois, were ar- 
rayed to push the fight against 
the mayor of Chicago and his co- 
horts. They will back to the limit 
Attorney General Edward Brund- 
age, whose instigation of the in- 
vestigation resulted in the indict- 
ments. ; 

The stand taken by Small in op- 
posing the powers of the state 
courts, does not affect Lieutenant 
Governor Fred Sterling and Vernon 
Curtis, banker, who were indicted 
with the governor, ' 

Curtis appeared in court on 
Thursday and posted $50,000 bond 
guaranteeing his appearance «for 
trial, Sterling is expected to show 
up on Friday.

Prison Commission Head 
to Be Called as Result 
of Letters Read at Com- 
mittee Meet. 


Sensational developments tn 
the house penitentiary committee’s 
investigation of the escape of Abe 
Powers, bunco artist, from the 
state prison farm, came late Thurs- 
day afternoon when a commenda- 
tory letter to the warden from ex- 
Congressman Willlam Schley How- 
ard terming the convict as “my 
friend” and a “good-hearted, fine 
fellow,” and another from Deputy 
Sheriff J. D. Bazemore were read, 
and the assertion was made in the 
meeting by one legislator that 
“the whole thing seemed like «a 
frame-up from the Atlanta end.” 

Both Mr. Howard and Mr. Baze- 
more were out of the city Thursday 
night and could not be reached for 
statements. 

Immediately following the read- 
ing of these communications and 
a futile attempt to have the chair- 
man, R. EF. Davison, of the prison 
commission, appear for examina- 
tion, the committee passed a motion 
to summon the former congress- 
man, Mr. Bazemore, who is jailer 
at the Fulton County Tower, all 
members of the commission and 
Sheriff James I. Lowry to testify 
concerning the case. 


Letter of Howard. 

The letter, which had Mr. How- 
ard's signature attached, reads as 
follows: 

“My dear Billy: This note 
will be handed you by my 
friend, Abe Powers. He is a 
good-hearted, fine fellow. If 
you will treat him like I know 
you will, he wilt respond as 
thoroughly to that treatment as 
any man you ever handled. 

Your old friend, 

“WM. SCHLEY HOWARD.” 

Jailer Bazemore’s communication, 
which was handed to the Milledge- 
vile warden with that of the ex- 
congressman's, at the time Powers 
was carrieai 4o the penitentiary, 
reads as folloWs: 

"Dear Captain Smith: This 

will be handed yuu by Abe 
Powers, who has a sentence of 
two to five years on the farm. 
I wish to state that Powers was 
confined in the Fulton county 
jail since November 19, 1920, 
during which time he made us 
a model prisoner in every re- 
spect, conforming cheerfully to 
all the rules and regulations of 
this institution, and anything 
you can do for him that is con- 
sistent will be highly appre- 
clated by myself. 

“With kindest regards to 
yourself and Captain Etheridge. 

“J. D. BAZEMORE.” 


Letter on Health, 

Another communication from Dr. 
W. J. Auten, county jail physician, 
Stating that he had treated Powers 
for a “leaking heart” while the lat- 
ter was held in the Tower and ex- 
pressing the opinion that the convict 
could not do hard labor, was read. 

This letter, with a short report of

$2,700,000 AVAILABLE 
FOR STATE'S RELIEF 


Under provisions of the Western 
and Atlantic funding bill passed 
Wednesday by the house by a large 
majority $2,700,000 will be made 
available almost immediately for 
the relief of the state's financial 
distress, it was learned Thursday 
from 8S. G. McLendon, secretary of 
state. Mr. McLendon was the first 
to suggest this plan for providing 
rélief for the state, and declared 
that its passage is of vital impor- 
tance at this time. 

“Passage of this bill means that 
the public schools of the state will 
be opened in the fall. It means 
that the old confederate soldiers 
will get their long past due pensions 


and means that substantial relief to 
many sorely pressed state depart- 
ments and institutions can be ex- 
tended,” Mr. McLendon said. 

It is virtually certain that Gov- 
ernor Hardwick will be able to get 
every dollar of money on the s8e- 
curities in Georgia, Mr. McLendon 
declared. 

“This does not mean that we are

means simply that we are using 
available assets in the payment of 
debt.” 

The state receives a rental of $45,- 
000 a month, or $540,000 a year, for 
the Western and Atlantic railroad 
properties under the terms of the 
lease to the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis railroad. Under the 
bill passed by the house this income 
for five years will be used exactly 
in the same manner as rent notes 
are discounted on other leased prop- 
erty. 


BLG LOSSES CHARGED 
TO LACK OF PLANNING 


That a half billion dollars yearly 
in property depreciation could be 
charged directly to the failure of 
proper city planning and zoning in 
American cities with a resultant 
loss in taxes is the estimate made 
by Walter Stabler, comptroller of 
the Metropolitan life Insurance ocm- 
pany, according to Robert R. Otis, 
Atlanta rea] estate man, who Thurs- 
day gave the Atlanta Real Estate 
board echoes of the recent nationd]l 
conventions of realtors in Chicago. 

Following his remarks he intro- 
duced as his guest Robert Whitten, 
city planning expert, who is con- 
nected in an advisory capacity with 
the Atlanta planning commission. 
Mr. Whitten outlined briefly some 
of the fundamentals of city plan- 
ning, and speaking from a broad 
experience in planning and zoning 
municipalities, substantiated the 
statements of Mr. Otis. 

Mr. Otis said that in Chicago 
séven streets now being widened 
or extended represent 75 miles of 
building removals, and that rella- 
ble appraisers say the value of the 
buildings to be removed for 
thoroughfare and traffic improve- 
ment on the seven streets will ex- 
ceed the value of the buildings de- 
stroyed in France during the war. 
He concluded: 

“As realtors we were charged to 
return to our homes with the idea 
that the sooner planning and zoning 
is started in our city the sooner 
depreciation of values to our clients’ 
properties will be stopped, and the 
sooner will our city collect taxes 
sufficient for its operation, and that 
there isno necessity for allowing a 
citizen to build a garage or repair 
shop between private dwellings or 
to allow another citizen to put up 
a shack of a house among high 
grade apartments.”

THE ORDEALS OF A VACATION, 

Poison ivy has three separate 
leaves on one stem, whereas a com- 
mon harmless shrub often confused 
with it, called Virginia creeper, has 
five leaves on one stem. Poison ivy 
has smooth whitish fruits resem- 
bling mistletoe berries, somewhat 
less than one-half inch tn diameter 


and containing a single seed. 
member that thé poison ivy has 
three separate leaves on the stem. 
and not a three-pointed leaf. The 
leaves are usually indented or 
notched, often more so on one side, 


The itching or burning of the 
skin begins at any time from a few 
hours to four or five days after 
exposure to the plant. Were it not 


for the great weakness of bathing 
thig irritation would® probably be 
confined to’the faee and hands or 
other ordinarily exposed portions 
of the body; but the average vaca- 
tionist takes some kind of bath and 
spreads the inflammation over the 
rest of the body; or he spreads the 
poison arotind with his hands, rub- 
bing or scratching himself. The in- 
flammation may amount to nothing 
more than a redness and swelling. 
though generally the skin becomes 
blistered. 

Best first aid for one known to 
have been exposed 4@ ,very many 
rinsings with soapy water, freshly 
prepared for each rinsing. Or im- 
mediate lathering of the exposed 
skin, leaving the seap on the skin 
for hours. If you know you are 
going to be exposed, smearing the 
face and hands with latker or with 
vaseline is an excellent protection, 
An excellent dressing for ivy poi- 
soning consists of large comprésses 
of muslin or gauze kept constantly 
wet with soapy water, or with a so- 
iution of a handful of sgalecratus in a 
basin of water—these alkalis tend 
to neutralize the acid irritant of 
poison ivy, If blisters appear they 
should be carefully opened by punc- 
ture at the lower border with a 
flamed or soaped needle through a 
spot of skin touched first with 
tincture of iodine, and the fluid 
carefully pressed out and absorbed 
with cotton or @ clean towel and 
carefully kept from further contact 
with the skin. When the inflam- 
mation is no longer increasing, the 
inflamed area may be dressed with 
plain zinc oxide olnmtment. 


This lotion is good to relieve the 


itching and burning in the earlier 
stage of ivy poisoning: 

Powdered calamine....2? dram 

Zinc oxide ., 3 drams 

Glycerin..% ounce (half ounce) 

Lime water ...........2 ounces 

Rose water cha edhinno edn’ Gn ounces 

Phenol ....% dram (half dram) 

Shake well, and apply by patting 
with the fingers, as often as de- 
sired.

The District Agricultural Schools 


Editor Constitution: Several 
ticles have appeared in the papers 
recently criticising the agricultural 
schools of the state. 

In 1906, on the recommendation of 
Governor J, M. Terrell, Hon. H. H. 


Perry, of Hall county, introduced 
and had passed the act creating the 
district agricultural schools. Sec- 
tion 1 of thig act stated that “said 
schools shall be branches of the 
State College of Agriculture and that 
the general board of trustees of the 
university shall exercise such super- 
vision as may be neces@ary to se- 
cure unity of plan and efficiency in 
Baid schools.” 

The principals of these schools 
meet, annually in Athens with Dr. 
A. M. Soule and his co-workers. A 
unified course study has been work- 
ed out and is being followed. Dr. 
J. S. Stewart is general inspector 
of these schools and visits them 
from time to time to inspect the 
work and give needed advice. 

Section 2 of said act states “that 
all fees received from the inspection 
of fertilizers, oils and all other in- 
spection fees received by the depart- 
ment of agriculture, over the ex- 
pense of said inspection, shall be 
used as a fund for the purpose of 
establishing and maintaining such 
@chovols, and as far as practicable, 
be equally divided between such 
achools.” For a few yeare this fund 
amounted to only $5,000 to $6,000 
and was found to be inadequate to 
maintain them. Then a special act 
Was passed to make the mainte- 
nance fund $10,000 each, and should 
the inspection fees amount to less 
than this the difference should be 
made up out of the general treas- 
ury. In 1915 the maintenance fund 
was made $15,000 and has been this 
amount since that time. An act 
was passed in the last year or two 
stating that the maintenance fund 
should be paid out of the general 
treasury and not out of the inspec- 
tion fees, 
have never cost the people of Geor- 
ia a cent out of ad valorem taxes, 
but the fund has come out of farm- 
ers from the special tax on fertiliz- 
ers, oils, etc. In maintaining these 
echools the state is returning to the 
farmers a part of the special tax 
of inspection. 

The broad charge was made by 
The Augusta Chronicle without any 
evidence that theee schools are not 
teaching agriculture and cannot do 
so. One illustration to show that 
thig statement is not true: In the 
fall of 1920, each of the district 
schools sent three hoys to the State 
fair at Macon to enter a stock judg- 
ing. contest. The winners in this 
contest were to represent Georgia 
in a similar contest at the Inter- 
national Stock Judging contest in 
Chicago in December. In this con- 
test in Chicago, teams from nearly 
all e states in the wnion took 
pa . In the contest in Macon, two 
ons from the Sixth District Agri- 
cultural and Mechanical school at 
Barnesville, and two from the fifth 
district school at Monroe were se- 
lected to represent the state of 
Georgia. In the contest in Chicago, 
the team from Georgia won firet 
Place and brought back the loving 
cup given for this contest. In the 
Chicago contest the Boye JWiged 
draft horses, beef cattle, milk cows 
and hogs. Georgia is not a stock- 
raising state, yet these boys won 
out ovér the boys from all the 
stock-raising states of the west. If 
these boys are not taught agricul- 
ture in the district schools, where 
did they learn so much about stock 
judging? 

In 1917, congtess passed the 
Smith-Hughes vocational bill. Un- 
der the provisions of this bill, this 
state hes a vocational board of 
which Hon. M. Brittain is the 
executive. This board has entire 
Charge of the teaching of voca- 
tional agriculture in this state and 
has had charge since Georgia quali- 
fied for the work. Each school 
receives $1,800 from this fund. 


Two teachers of agriculture are em- 
ployed and these men are | ired 


ar- 


The truth is these schools | 


to give their time to the teaching 
of agriculture for twelve months 
of the year. Under the Smith- 
Hughes law, the boys are required 
to give as much time to the study 
of agriculture as they do to the 
study of English, history, mathe- 
matics and science combined. The 
teachers of agriculture in these 
schools are required to be graduates 
of first-class colleges with the de- 
gree of bachelor of science in ag- 
riculture. The person who makes 
the bare statement that these 


l echools are not teaching agricul- 


ture ie either ignorant of the facts 
or he ig giving a biased opinion. 

The criticism of The Augusta 
Chronicle is ten years out of data, 
When the schools first started, ther: 
were no teachers of agriculture in 
the state. As soon as the State 
college began to send out its gradu- 
ates, the district schools began to 
improve in the teaching of agricul- 
ture. During the war many of 
these teachers were drafted and 
each school had to do the best it 
could, and due to this fact is some 
of the criticisms, which have been 
made. 


The Fifth District School. 
The enrollment of the Fifth Dis- 
trict A..& M, school, Monroe, Ga., 


for the year 1920-21, was 125 boys 
and 82 girls, a total of 207. f 
this number 197 were boarders, and 
10 were day pupils. The average 
attendance was 170. Therfe were 
33 in the last graduating class, 
Ninety-five per cent of the students 
com2 from rural homes. As a 
rule, these boys and girls are sev- 
eral yearg older than pupilg of the 
same grade in the town high 
schools. The enrollment for the 
year 1919-1920 was 207 also. The 
school has been crowded .for the 
past six or seven years, and a large 
number of applicants have been 
turned away for lack of room. A 
number of boys have roomed out 
of the dormitory among the neigh- 
bora. Boys have occupied during 
the winter two rooms in which no 
fires could be built. Every avail- 
able room within one-half mile of 
the school has been rented for a 
number of years. 


The act creating th2 district 
schools, section 8, says that “All 


work on, in and about said schools 
Or On the farm, oF on or in the 
barns and shops onnected with 
said schools, whether it be farming, 
building, care of stock, or work of 
whatever kind, shall be performed 
excluBively by the students of said 
schools.” This*is done in the Fifth 
District school. The boya do all 
th? farm work, milk the cows, etc. 
Ths giris do all the cooking, wait- 
ing on the table, washing the dish- 
es, etc. The school operates a 
Steam laundry. The boys do the 
heavy w®brk itt this, and the girls 
do thé starching and ironing of the 
clothes 


The boys and girls do all the 
Cleaning around thé buildings and 


grounds. In fact a negro never 
makes a track on this place to do 
any work. Thirty-six hours’ prac- 
tice time under the supervision of 
@ teacher is required of each pupil. 
for which no pay is given. All 
work above the thirty-six hours is 
paid for in cash at the rate of 10 
cents to 15 cents per hour. In this 
way a large number of deserving 
boys and ris reduce their expenses 
while in school. The district 
schools are the only schools in the 
state which furnish board at cost 
and at the same time furnish work 
to reduce expenses. In this schoo] 
last year nearly half of the stu- 
dents earned from a few cents per 
month to $15 to $16 on their ex- 
penses. The best workers in schoo! 
a@re the best scholars in 
classes. A number of renters, hav- 
ing ambitious children, patronize 
this school. These students, but for 
the small expense and for reducing 
this cost by work. would never at- 
tend any high school.

Editor Constitution: I am aware 
of the fact that all the district ag- 
ricultural schools have not meas- 


ured up to the required standard 
either in attendance or in agricul- 
tural results.

It seems to me, however, 
each @echool would necessarily have 


to be studied to know its statue. 
The schools did not start out in 
the bemsinning with equal equip- 
ment. Some of the districts gave 
the farm, academic building and 
two dormitories in order to locate 
the schools. Other localities gave 
only the academic building and a 
farm. Two such schools would nec- 
essarily have to operate on a lit- 
tle different line. Some of the 
schools had water and lights fur- 
nished and others nothing at all.

work, and make the crops, the S8ec- 
ond year boys have the care of the 
dairy and live stock, the third year 
boys care for the orchard and gar- 
den, the fourth year boys study farm 
mechanics and farm management. 
In other words, the boys plough the 
land, plant the crops, till them, 
gather them, have care of the live 
stock, make feedin tests, have 
care of the milk, ete. They worm 
the orchard for borers, spray the 
fruit trees for scale, curculio, and 
brown rot. We have already can- 
ned this summer 1,200 galions of 
peaches for the dormitory next year. 
All above is done under the care 
of an expert teacher and after care- 
ful study for the reasons has been 
made in the class room. The school 
has a large amount of farm machin- 
ery, tractor, thresher, tractor 
mower, hay press, shredding ma- 
chine, silage: cutter, binder, corn 
harvester, harrows, motors, milk- 
ing machine and other machinery. 
The students are taught the use of 
these, how to tear them down and 
to make répaifrs, etc. 

In 1917, congress passed _ the 
Smith-Hughes bill which haa a pro- 
vision for teaching vocational agri- 
culture. This bill requires that as 
much time be given to the study of 
agriculture as is given to the study 
of English, mathematics, science 
and history combined. This school 
gives three hours a day to the 
study of agriculture and three 
hours to the other high school 
subjects combined. Two men 
give their entire time to the teach- 
ing of vocational agriculture and 
they are on the job twelve months 
in the year. The boys are being 
taught the scientific side of farm- 
ing in the class room and the prac- 
tical side on the farm. 

The girls -have a four years’ 
course fn domestic ecience and home 
economics. In these four years 
they are taught all phases of house- 
hold work and decoration, dress- 
making and the trimming of hats. 
Two teachers aré employed to do 
and give their entire time to 
this work. In this school in addi- 
tion toa the class raom work. the 
girls do all the cooking for the 
entire school, and also the launder- 
ing. The first year girls last year 
cut and made four dresses each. 

The fourth year girls made their 
graduating dresses and a hat for 
lesa than five dollars for the three. 

The schoo) has a fine herd of cat- 
tle and has the best lot of hogs 
in this section of the state. 

The cost to the state per pupil is 
less than $75.00. The school reaches 
a large number of people and is do- 
ing an untold amount of good. The 
students come from all parts of the 
state, twenty-six counties being 
represented among the student 
body this year.

Farming is not a profession but @ 
business, It is just as absurd to 


Say that high school boys can't 
learn other Kinds of business as it 
is to say they can’t learn the busi- 
néss of farming. A very small per- 
centage of our business men ars 
college-bred men, Agricultural 
colleges have never produced many 
farmers and never will. It takes 
about all of. the college graduates 
to fill the professional positions. 
It is not necegsary for a farmer to 
have such technical information, 
but what he needs to know is the 
fundamental principles which un- 
derlie tee production of crops and 
the production of animals, how to 
manage these and how to market 
them in @ businesslike way. Most 
boys reared on the farm are not 
going to high schoo! four years and 
then to collewe four years if they 
ar: planning to be farmers. This 
fact has led to th2 teaching of ag- 
griculture in high schools. 

Every state in the union is now 
teaching agriculture in high ~ 
schools. Georgia ranks well with 
these other @tates in this respect 
although her schools re not aa. 
well Supported ag some of the other 
states, 

The writer recently received a let- 
ter from the federal board in Wesh- 
ington (a copy of Which is herea- 
with included with privilege for pub- 
lication), which stated thatthe 
school in Barnesville is possibly the 
best school of its kind in the south.

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GENERAL TAX ACT 
S BEFORE HOUSE 


Passage of the Highway 
Department Substitute 
Clears Decks for Consid- 
eration of Revenue Meas- 
use. 


When the house of representa- 
tives convenes this morning at 9% 
o’clock, the new general tax act will 
be brought up for paésage, the pas- 
sage Of the highway department 
substitute measure Thursday hav- 
ing ended the fight on the commis- 
sion and placed the lawmakers in a 
position to give particular attention 
to finance legislation awaiting their 
consideration. 

A strong fight on different sec- 
tions of the tax act is expected, and 
debate on the subjects probably will 
last during the entire session of the 
lower branch. In order to make a 
tax on soft drinks unnecessary, the 
measue will contain a clause pro- 


viding for a tax of 2 cents per pound 
On carbonic gas. 

No opposition to this tax will de- 
velop, according to indications 
Thursday evening, the bottlers and 
soft drink dealers having proposed 
it as a fair method of bringing the 
state additional revenue, Senator 
L. C. Brown offered this suggestion 
last week, when the bottlers were 
making a fight against introduction 
of the soft drink tax measure. 

Drink Tax Unnecessary. 

“We have come to a geneal con- 
culsion,”” said Chairman J. W. Cul- 
pepper, of the ways and means sub- 
committee of the house appropria- 
tions committee, “that should the 
house and senate adopt this tax on 
carbonic gas, it will not be necessa- 
ry to introduce the soft drink tax 
measure, Ps 

“The bottlers now pay a heavy 
tax to the federal government and 
have other obligations they must 
meet, and the suggestion of Senator 
Brown seems the most reasonable 
and logical step to take.” 

Business interests opposing cer- 
tain parts of the act will take the 
position that they have not been 
given gn opportunity for a hearing 
on the subjects,.maintaining that ni- 
creases on their respective occupa- 
tions are too great, 

The end of the highway depart- 
ment controversy came after many 
weeks of bitter fighting. Represen- 
tatives McMichael, of Marion, and 
Davis, of Oglethorpe, led the oppo- 
sition, taking the position that the 
automobile license tax funds were 
not distributed among the several 
counties on a correct or fair basis.

BILL FOR AUDITOR 
PASSED BY SENATE 


Senator Manson's bill was passed 
in the senate Thursday to create 
the office of state auditor. It was 
declared by the author, Senator 
Manson, of the 35th, to be a big 
step towards putting the state gov- 
ernment on a more businesslike 
basis. The bill was passed without 
opposition atid immediately trans- 
mitted to the house. Passage of the 
Atianta charter amendment with 


the “zone plan” amendment was 
an additional feature. 

The measure provides that the 
governor shall appoint a atate 
auditor with a two-year term and a 
sajary of $5,000 a year. This audi- 
tor shal] audit every department of 
the state and all of the state ineti- 
tutions at -least once a year and 
also make any special audits as- 
signed to him. He shall make a 
report of his work each year to 
the legislature in order that they 
may be kept in touch with the con- 
ditiong existing in the various 
branches of e government. 

Senator anson déclared that 
much money is being annually wast- 
éd on account of: having no state 
auditor and thereby ‘requiring a 
special one to be engaged when an 
audit in any department is needed. 
He said that the passage of his bill 
would be a large stride forward in 
the way of putting the state on a 
business basis. 

No Opposition, 

The amendment of Atlanta's 
charter, providing for an increase 
in the city tax rate from $1.25 to 
$1.50, for a referendum on the ques- 
tion, for the allotment of 26 per 
cent of the total municipal revenue 
to the public schools and for the 
establishment of a “zoning plan,” 
as proposed by the city planning 
comnmiission. passed without opposi- 
tion. The provision calling for the 
abolishment of the various charter 
boards was removed from the meas- 
ure several days ago before its 
passage in the house. 

Senator Manson, of the 35th, 
amended the measure so as to in- 
elude the provision for the “zon- 
ing plan” recommended by the city 
Planning commission. The measure 
was sent back to the house for 
them to accept this amendment. 

During the first part of the sea- 
sion President Herbert Clay left 
his chair to take the floor and ask 
unanimous consent to take the Dill 
from the table calling for the aboli- 
tion of the tax equalization system 
and set it as a special order for 
next Thursday. The senate grant- 
ed his request.

Dr. Jacobs Declares Forty- 
Minute Schedule Would 


Injure University. 


Dr. Thornwell Jacobs, président of 
Oglethorpe university, Thursddy 
wrote a letter to the state railroad 
commission protesting vigorously 
against the proposed lan of the 
Georgia Railway and ower com- 
pany to revise its schedules north 
of Buckhead giving @#@-minute serv- 
ice on the Camp Gordon line. 

In his letter Dr. Jacobs declares 
that Oglethorpe university cannot 
be operated successfully on a 40- 
minute schedule on its car line. He 
calls attention to a large patronage 
the university receives from the 
city and that this patronage has 
in a large measure, built the col- 
lege. He said that if the railroad 
commission grants the petition of 
the company it would injure the 
university and the section in which 
it is located. 

Dr. Jacobs declared that Ogle- 
thorpe university represents an in- 
vestmett of $1,000,000, of which citi- 
zen® of Atlanta and vicinity con- 
tributed $500,000 and that the in- 
stitution was located on the present 
site on a basis of a definite under- 
standing with the Georgia Railway 
and Power company that adequate 
car service would be furnished. 

The rate charged for fare to the 
university. is higher than that 
charged on lines reaching any other 
educational institution in Atlanta, 
according to Dr. Jacobs. He asked 
that the commission deny the pe- 
titlon,of the company at the hear- 
ing July 28 and concluded his let- 
ter as follows: : 

“We call the attention of the 
commission particularly to the fact 
that our students come from At- 
lanta at different hours, as their 
schedules may vary, and that it is 
essential that there should be rea- 
sonably frequent service if the Nin- 
stitution is to return to the city 
the service for which the city paid 
and in which her public is deeply 
interested, and the conditions of 
which were thoroughly understood 
by the Georgia Railway and Power 
company when the institution was 
originally loeated at this point. We 
hope, therefore, that the commission 
will see fit to deny that part of 
their petition which would paralyze 
our educational value to this com- 
munity by cutting in half the fre- 
quency of their service.” :

HOOVER FAVORS 
LONG FARM LOANS 


Washington, July 21.—Farmers 
should be permitted to borrow 
money for longer periode than is 
now possible, in the opinion of Sec- 
retary of Commerce Hoover, ex- 
pressed in a letter to Senator Cap- 
per, of Kansas. 

Hoover advocated “some sort of a 
definite organization” to meet the 
deficiency in this direction. Long 
credits, he said, fall outside the 
province of both the federal reserve 
and federal farm loan banks. 

Hoover cited five types of credit 
which he said are neéded in agri- 
culture—loans up to six months and 
loans up to a year for prodfiction 
or marketing of annual produce; 
loans from oné to three years for 
producing and marketing cattle; 
loans from one to three years for 
farm equipment; long term loans for 
purchase and improvement. 

Some Needs Are Met. 

Some of these needs now are ade- 

suatey met, Hoover said, but he 


“I am convinced that if compe- 
tent inquiry were made it would 
prove that great deficiencies lie in 
our agricultural organization in the 
systematic provision for those needs 
mentioned between six months and 
three years, that is, credits that fall 
outside the area of both federal re- 
eerve and federal farm loan banks. 

“T am convinced that six months 
is too short for farm paper in a 
great number of cases. The farmer 
often has to borrow from planting 
until some months after harvest, un- 
less his produce is to be forced into 
the markets just after harvest in- 
stead of over the crop year.’ 

Hoover went on to gay that the 
situation takes on added importance 
because of the recent heavy losses of 
the farmers, large carry-overs, and 
poverty of foreign buyers. 

Increase in Tenants. 

“The alarming increase in tenant 
farming gives warranty for exten- 
sion of credit facilities for equip- 
ment through which the farmer 
might be helped into an ownership,” 
said Hoover. 

He toid of the efforts to meet tem- 
porary and acute situations through 
the mobilization of private credits. 

“IT believe some sort of a definite 
organization should be set up to 
mobilize credit to cover shortage in 
this — area (long term cred- 
{t),”” Hoover continued, “in the same 
senee that the federal reserve or-

Until the eae, in prices 
at the last, however, ears had 
things much their own way with 
gossip current that consignments 
from growers in the southwest ap- 
peared to be limited only by ability 
to get cars. A good deal was made, 
too, of predictions that receipts 
would continue liberal and of the 
need of track deliveries here ow- 
ing to congested storage facilities, 
and the elevator employees’ strike.

When asked Thursday night if he 
had anything to say with regard to 
the many charges which had been 
volleyed at him during the past two 
stormy days in hospital circles, Mr.

Taking Care of Sick. 

“T have nothing to say except that 
I’m busily engaged in taking care 
of the sick and the poor.” 

Mr. Johnston has ignored, or par- 


tially denied all the allegations made 
by Miss Cheshire and others who re- 
fused to allow the use’ of their 
names. He denied any knowledge 
whatever of the rumors concerning 
liquor drinking and gambling, ad- 
mitted that he had had his friends 
to dinner, and ignored all the other 
varied charges until “they are for- 
mally made.” “Then,” he declared, 
“I stand ready to answer any and 
all accusfiations.” 

Councilman Al Martin, member of 
the hospitals and charities commit- 
tee, still holds to his contention 
made. at the Wednesday afternoon 
meeting of the body—that the evi- 
dence which was presented to the 
medical board of Grady before the 
resignation of Miss Nelson was re- 
quested should also be placed be- 
fore the hospitals and charities com- 
mittee. He said that the real facts 
in the case, however justifiable they 
made the board’s action, were not 
known to the council committee and 
that the only reason he voted to 
sustain the medical board’s action 
was because it was the customary 
thing to do. 

No Formal Action. 

Alderman Dave Wilder, chairman 
of the counclilmanic committee, says 
that the committee can take no for- 
mal action until the charges are for- 
mally made. He says that there will 
be no disposition on the part of the 
committee to thwart any requested 
investigation. 

Robert H. Jones, Jr., councilman | 
and another member of the commit- 


tee, supports the stand of Chairman 
Wilder. 


Ur. R. E. Stone, councilman, when 
asked if he believed the matter 
would be dropped after such sensa- 
tional .rumors had, been circulated, 
even if there were no formal charges 
said that he did not believe the mat- 
ter could be easily dropped. Dr. 
Stone, however, said that he could 
not take the position for or against 
the probe, definitely, since he was 
familiarized with the situation only 
through newspaper stories. 

Alderman J. R. Seawright is an- 
other who Delieves that formal 
charges made by Attorney J. P. 
Haunson for a client with regard to 
the Grady hospital method of han- 
dling a malignant social disease 
could be construed as relevant in 
the present controversy. 

Can’t Locate Fault. 


Mr. Seawright, in answering a

ness in a hurry, ror we can’t tell 
whether the nurses and internes or 
the administration is at fault.” 

Miss Cheshire, who madethe bur- 
den of the charges against Superin- 
tendent Johnston, stated Thursday 
that she had said nothing for per- 
sonal] reasons, but. had made the ac-, 
cusations she did for the sake of 
humanity as emboarea In the suffer- 
wa, me: Grady hospital. 

r. Johnston admitted that he had 
entertained members of the finance 
committee, the county commission- 
ers and the hospital committee at 
the hospital, but said that there was 
nothing in these affairs that deman¢ 
ed denial. He also charged that the 
allegations brought forward by Miss 
Cheshire were inspired by some One
